13 Americans Testified At 
Public Trial That They

LONDON UU — Peiping Radio 
said to day the 13 Americans sen­ 
tenced to priso n terms as spies 
were giv en a public trial “ at which 
they admitted hav ing receiv ed spe­ 
cialist training in espio nage and 
guerrilla warfare.*’ 
The Red Chinese radio was keep­ 
ing up its drumfire o f pro paganda 
in the case o f the ll airmen and 
two civ ilians who se sentences by 
a military co urt to terms ranging 
fro m fo ur y ears to life was dis­ 
clo sed by the Peiping regime Tues­ 
day . 
All were captured during the 
Ko rean War. Bo th the American 
and British go v ernments hav e de­ 
no unced the charges as false and 
a v io latio n o f the Genev a Co nv en­ 
tio n o n priso ners o f war. The U. S. 
is try ing to arrange a face-to -face 
meeting at Genev a with diplo matic 
representativ es 
to take up the 
case 
Peiping Radio said Co l. J o hn 
Kno x Arno ld J r. o f Silv er Spring, 
Md., co mmander o f a B-29 sho t 
do wn J an. 12, 19 53, o v er No rth Ko ­ 
rea. co nfessed in co urt he was en­ 
gaged in intelligence wo rk. He was 
sentenced to IO y ears. 
“ Arno ld, co lo nel o f the U. S. 
58 1st Air Resupply and Co mmuni­ 
catio ns Wing, stated in co urt that 
his wing had no t been co mmitted 
in the Ko rean theater and was at­ 
tached to the U. S. secret intelli­ 
gence agency ,” the bro adcast said 
It gav e no ex planatio n o f the 
lo ng delay between the capture o f 
the men and their trial. The trial 
date was no t specified but appar­ 
ently it was o nly recently held. 
Peiping Radio said the men were 
sentenced Tuesday . 
The radio gav e this questio n and 
answer ex change which allegedly 
passed between the tribunal’s chief 
judge — ii did no t name him — and 
J o hn Tho mas Do wney , 34, o f New 
Britain, Co nn. Do wney , a civ ilian 
emplo y e o f the U. S. Army , was 
sentenced to life.

The procession as they carried 
the urn from in front of the Lenin- 
Stalin tomb in Red Square, was 
the final ritual in an elaborate 
state funeral for the fiery orator 
and chief delegate of the U.S.S.R. 
in the United Nations. He died 
Monday in New York at the age 
of 70. 
“ Farewell, dear friend; farewell, 
dear comrade,” said Foreign Min­ 
ister V. M. Molotov in a funeral 
oration from the Red Square tri­ 
bunal atop the Lenin-Stalin Tomb 
as other members of the ruling 
Communist party listened. Below 
the leaders rested the flower-cov­ 
ered urn with the ashes of Vishin-

Metho d Sug g ested 
By Purdue Specia list 


LAFAYETTE. Ind. (Sp l)-Sheep 
scab or scabies is on the increase 
among Hoosier flocks, says Dr. F. 
A Hall, extension v eterinarian of 
Purdue Univ ersity. 
This disease was a serious threat 
to the sheep industry at the turn of 
the century and without p rop er at­ 
tention can again become wide­ 
sp read 
Howev er, with up to-date 
methods of control and treatment, 
the disease has been and can be 
effectiv ely controlled. 
Loss to the sheep grower occurs 
from reduced weight of market 
animals and both quality and quan­ 
tity of wool. 
The disease is caused by a mite 
which is resp onsible for intense ir­ 
ritation of the skin. Excessiv e rub­ 
bing and loss of wool is the symp - 
ton most readily observ ed. 
When symp tons are noted the 
farmer should consult his local 
v eterinarian or county agent Since 
unsup erv ised dip p ing may be in­ 
effectual. these men are in a p osi­ 
tion to direct the owner to some 
help from the Indiana State Animal 
Disease Control Agency These of­ 
ficials can recommend the most 
effectiv e chemical* for use in treat­ 
ment. A rep resentativ e from this 
agency may v isit the farm to v erify 
the diagnosis and if dip p ing is 
necessary he will aid in p rep aring 
the dip p ing soluton and test it oc- 
of the flock to see that it is main­ 
tained at full strength. 
If it is necessary for a flock own­ 
er to p urchase a ram. or if addi­ 
tional ewes are added to the flock, 
it would be a wise p recaution to 
dip the indiv iduals before p lacing 
them in a flock known to be free 
from the disease. Making sure 
this task is p erformed correctly 
may be the means of p rev enting an 
outbreak of scabies in many flocks 
now free from infestation, says 
Hall. 
Awareness of the p ossible sp read 
of the disease by disp ersion of in­ 
fested animals through the normal 
;ales channels may help some 
sheep men av oid in’roducing the 
lisease in his flock

Miss Martha Jo Bentley, exten- 
' sion home furnishings sp ecialist 
at Purdue Univ ersity, rep orts that 
these luxuriously soft carp ets are 
sturdy, less exp ensiv e than wool 
i (of equal construction and quality), 
long-wearing, and not so attractiv e 
to moths as is wool. 
Because cotton is absorbent, it 
soils easily. It is unwise to sham­ 
p oo the rug at home, because the 
detergent stays in the yam. re­ 
quiring many rinsings. Small rugs, 
such as three by fiv e, can be 
washed in the washing machine if 
three or four rinses are used. Slow 
drying is also a p roblem. 
That crushed ap p earance that 
cotton rugs take on between clean­ 
ings is now considered p leasant, as 
giv ing a textured (not matted) ef­ 
fect. 
Miss Bentley cautions the home­ 
maker before buying a room size 
cotton carp et to answer the fol­ 
lowing questions: Where can it be 
laundered? Are the colors fast (fad­ 
ing soil show less on grays and 
browns than on blues and greens)? 
Will the p ile p ull out? How much, 
if any .will it shrink? How tightly | 
twisted are the yams and p ile? 
Rugs made with higher twists hav e 
less tendency to mat than the loose­ 
ly twisted. 
Most cotton carp ets are needle 
construction in which the yam is 
p unched through a duck or jute 
backing. Latex and p lastic coat the 
back to help anchor yarns. This 
is a much faster construction than 
weav ing. A needled 9 x 12 can be 
made in 60 seconds: it requires 
about 60 minutes to make a 9x 12 
Axminister. With less labor in­ 
v olv ed the carp et can sell for less 
monev .

BLOOMINGTON, Ind. Wl-Gov. 
Craig 
wants 
the 
1955 
General 
Assembly to appropriate enough 
money to start building a seven- 
million-dollar institution for young 
first-offenders. 
The governor outlined his plan 
Tuesday at his pre-legislative con­ 
ference at Indiana University, go­ 
ing far beyond the State Correc­ 
tion Board’s recommendation that 
a study group be set up. 
Hugh P. O’Brien, board chair­ 
man, had proposed only that the 
1955 Assembly provide for a study 
of the need for such an institu­ 
tion, with a report to the 1957 
Assembly ordered. 
Craig said, “ We must no longer 
than necessary permit youths who 
never have been convicted before 
to be kept at the State Penal Farm 
along with “ repeaters’.” 
He said the new institution also 
would be a more proper place for 
some inmates now sent to the State 
Boys School. It would accept only 
males 16 to 21 years old and would 
stress rehabilitation. The governor 
said he thought it should be large 
enough for 500 youths. 
Other proposed bills outlined for 
the legislators would; 
1. 
Drastically

2. Revise the formula for dis­ 
tributing state funds to school units 
in order to eliminate “inequalit­ 
ies.”

The Veterans Administration an­ 
nounced Tuesday that it will start 
in January to pay 200 million dol­ 
lars to holders of about five mil­ 
lion World War II national ser­ 
vice life* insurance policies. 
The VA said another 26 million 
dollars would be distributed among 
holders of some 380,000 World War 
I U. S. government life insurance 
policies. 
The agency said there will be ad­ 
justm ents in various individual di­ 
vidend rates because of recent 
changes in mortality and disabil­ 
ity experience. Under both pro­ 
gram s, the size of the dividends 
depends on the type of plan, age, 
year of issue and the amount of 
insurance carried.
